EDMONTON.—Trials of the 
“Social Credit expert,” George 
F. Powell, Major C, H. Doug- 
las missioner from London, 
and Joseph H. Unwin, M.L.A. 
for Edson and up to now 
Social Credit whip in the legi- 
slature, have occupied the cen- 
tre of the stage at Edmonton 
during the past week, and are 
expected to prove eventually 
the real turning point in the 
policies and career of the 
Aberhart government. 

The two men were charged 
with four offences, each under 
the criminal code: counselling to 


law, Mr, and Mrs. H. I. Peterson.| murder, seditious libel, defama- 


tory libel, and defamatory libel 
knowing the same to be false. 
The charges arose out of a leaf- 
let published in September, al- 
legedly at the behest of the gov- 
ernment agency of the Social 
Credit Board and the subsidary 
“press bureau” or propaganda 
department. 

The Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment, headed by Premier William 
Aberhart as an Attorney-General 
without benefit of legal training, 
created the first surprise when it 
announced that it wa’ withdraw- 
ing from the prosecution of the 
two defamatory libel charges, ac- 
tione-on the counselling-to-murder 
charge and the seditious libel 
charge against each man having 
already been stood over. 

Private Prosecution 


But through the permission of 
the Court, the case against Pow- 
ell an! Unwin on the defamatory 
libel charges continues as a “pri- 
vale prosecution,” as provided 
under the law, with Major-Gen- 
eral Wm.

Ramsay MacDonald 


(From the Regina Star) 


N EUROPE the war and post-war years have 


thrown up from humble stations leaders who wiil 
leave a broad mark in history, some indeed, who 
may create new dynasties. Others ‘there were of 
no absolutist mold but firm upholders of democ- 
racy, seeking no personal ends but their coun- 
“try’s gain. James Ramsay MacDonald was of 
those who had no love for power for pcwer’s 
sake, but an abiding affection for his fellow men, 
upon whom power was thrust rather than sought. 
He was one of that astonishing company of con- 
trary personalities who from the obscurity . of 
poor homes rose, contemporsneously, to the con- 
trol of Europe. 


As Prime Minister and Fereign Secretary his 
record was first, his attempt at settlement of the 
unemployment and other distress conditions among 
the workers, and secondarily, the pacification of 
a disturbed and distrustful Europe. ‘The great 
ideal, the elimination cf private war, and the sub- 
mission of all disputes to arbitration after gen- 
eral mutual disarmament submitted in conjunction 
with Premier Herriot to the League of Nations 
wes a magnificent attempt to carry into effect 
the principles upon which he was nurtured, but 
Europe is no less disturbed today. MacDonald 
lost some of his closest friends and greatest col- 
leagues by his alliance with the Conservatives 
and Liberals in the National government. The 
staunchest of Socialists, who never accepted his 
theory of the gradual evolution, had long since 
deprecated his faltering steps along the road they 
wished him to take. This was the end for them. 
MacDonald was akin to Judas in their sight. 


It was Ramsay MacDonald’s great tragedy 
that he, the apostle of peace and good will and 
the great opponent of violence and force, should 
have been thrust into the mouth of the great vol- 
cano, war. Certainly this gave him the greatest 
opportunity of testing. his pacific theories, but 
his thin piping was Jost amid the noise, and he 
was powerless amid the elemental forces then 
raging. In the aftermath of test and trouble his 
patriotism reigned supreme. Sceptres and 
thrones tumbled down all around him but his 
service and voice and example helped to. still 
within his Homeland the stirringse of strife and 
class warfare and to maintain calm and orderli- 


ness. He will not be ranked with the great 
Prime Ministers but he will always be in the fore- 
front of those statesmen to whom a grateful 


Britain will pay honor.

Last week the League of Nations Society | assume 
sponsored International Peace Week throughout tron 
the. Dominion. It seemed a very appropriate weck 
in which to hold it, and it is to be sincerely hoped 
that something constructive may emanate from 
these gatherings. There have been some very 
fine speeches put on the air, but listening” to them, 
I was struck by the diversified thought apparent, 
and that evergreen question came to my mind, 
“Has the League of Nations failed?” 


My own feeling is that the League has not 
failed, but that the nations that comprise the 
League have failed. The nations of the world 
formed a big Peace Centre, and the flame of hope 
for world peace burned very brightly, It was 
built on a good foundation of what seemed fool- 
proof rules and regulations by which all the 
member nations agrecd to be governed. 


Years pass, and what .do we find? A primi- 
tive nation being invaded and subjugated by a 
great power. If everything had happened accord- 
ing to Hoyle, the League would have been able 
to discipline and stop the aggressor nation, It 
failed, because the members of the League were 
afraid to apply sanctions at once, and fully. Why 
were they afraid? They knew their peoples did 
not want war, and more especially because they 
did not haye the necessary armamnts to carry on 
a war. Conscientious nations had disarmed to a 
point even below that agreed upon at the Disar- 
mament Conference held in Washington. This was 
the picture about two years ago. 


All the Great Powers started to re-arm. Great 
Britain, whose prestige was as nothing during 
the Italo-Ethiopian conflict, started a very am- 
bitious program, and forthwith was accepted as 
mediator, speaking with authority, supported by 
strength. So, right here, we are faced with. the 
question which affects every one of us: To re-arm 
or disarm? Over the radio last week, peace work- 
ers have told us, with equal fervor, that both 


courses are right. 


It has been advocated that the vast sums 
spent on rearmament should be-used for the un- 
der-privileged. This is a worthwhile thought, but 
can anyone visualize it being done? If there were 
the remotest possibility of this gesture being 
made, I would not hesitate to denounce the re- 
armament plans. All things being as they are, I 
do feel that armaments may be t cause of 
their never being used, and therefore the plan has 
some merits. 


“In strength is might.” On the “Pro” side 
of rearmament (if there be such a thing) is the 
far-reaching employment it gives, and the conse- 
quent boost in trade it gives everywhere. For 
instance, shipbuilding has alleviated somewhat the 
ghastly poverty on the Clyde. Perhaps it may be 
just a false prosperity, but it certainly has given 
back to many a man his self-respect through 
being the recipient of an earned weekly cheque. 
Let us pray that these appalling: instruments of 
war may never be used. 

The farmers. of this country have €very rea- 
son to be thankful for Britain’s ships. Who 

guards the trade routes taken by the boats laden 
with out wheat. In fact, Canada should be pre- 
pared to help to pay for the policing of the seas. 
Where shall Canada stand? Can we hold aloof 
in splendid isolation? Can we take all the benefit 
derived from being a member of this glorious 
Commonwealth of Nations, without feeling our- 
selves in any way? Is an isolation policy possible 
or even desirable for Canada? 


I wonder if there are others who feel the 
same way as I do about Armistice Day obser- 
vance? The radio to which I was listening was 
tuned to some commemorative service and the 
solemn sounds of the “Last Post” were brought 
to me; within a few seconds, however, someone 
was feverishly advertising some “cure-all.” Surely 
a little more reverence could be shown. Is it too 
much to ask that ONE day, or even half a day, 
in the year should be held sacred to the memory 
of those who died for us? I would like to see all 
schools kept open, if only for half a day, with 
ordinary lessons put aside. It would be a grand 
opportunity to teach budding minds the futility or 
war; to inculcate in the young mind the grandeur 
und inner meaning of the great Commonwealth 
of Nations known as the British Empire, and to 
teach them the true spirit of co-operation which 
might well be used in the interests of peace. 

The children would be educated to observe 
the “Two Minutes’ Silence” and learn to respect 
people’s feelings in this matter. After all, two 
minutes out of the more than half a million that 
go to make a year is not much to ask. It might, 
indirectly; be the cause of stopping the unneces- 
sary street noises that go on during the brief ser- 
vices held at local Cenotaphs. 

The meaning of the flag could be explained 
and a deeper and more abiding love of Empire 
would of necessity grow up with the child, until 
it was ready to take his or her place as a citizen 
of Canada.

Mr. Flewelling was born at 
Let-} Wellington County, Ontarion, in 
1860. In 1888 he married Mary 
Jane Cunningham in Ontario Rad 
four years later they left for the 
West. 

There were only. two ‘buildings 
in Lacombe when Mr. Flewelling 
arrived, one was the railway 
depot and the other was the log 
post office conducted by Jake 
Dolmage, who kept the mail in 
a drawer where all and sundry 
looked for their jnail when ar- 
riving in town. 

His son, Nelson Flewelling, 
was the first white child born in 
Lacombe, that noted event occur- 
ring in September, 1892, 

In the winter of 1892-3, when 
the first school was ‘built in La- 
combe, Mr, Flewelling helped 
John and Nathan ‘Taylor get out 
the logs for use in its construc- 
tion. He was an elder in the 
Presbyterian Church many terms, 
comprising a total 6f 29 years. 

In the early days, said Mr. 
Flewelling, almost all goods had 
to be purchased in Red Deer, and 
it was on one of these expedi- 
tions that he had a_ thrilling 
tussle with the Red Deer River. 
Bringing a load of lumber across 
near’ Red Deer Crossing, Mr. 
Flewelling got off the “beaten 
track” and soon found the water 
right up near the top of the 
lumber. However, just at’ that 
lime the late Rev. Leonard Gaetz 
called out the proper directions 
and Mr. Flewelling’s team pro- 
ceeded across in safety. 

In 1908 Mr. Flewelling left for 
Enderby, B.C., where he remained 
until 1916, when he returned and 
with his son Nelson bought the 
Laidman and Sargent farm, near 
Lacombe. 

Mrs. Flewelling died in 1925 
and Mr. Flewelling now spends 
the winters in New Westminster,

opponents of the government, 
who were classified by. the 
pamphlets as “Bankers’ Toadies” 
over the éxhortation: “Extermi- 
nate Them!” He had got the 
copy for the leaflet from Powell, 
said Unwin. 

And Powell, called to the stand 
in his own defence, denied that 
he had written in the names of 
the nine men. He had instructed 
Unwin, he said, to write into the 
copy the names of political par- 
ties in Alberta. because he himself 
-—although he had been in Alber- 
ta for five months as a “tech- 
nician” and “political expert” on 
behalf of the Social Credit or- 
ganization-——did not know. the 
names or relationships of. the 
various political parties in the 
province. 

So the responsibilty was Un- 
win’s and he was either mistaken 


‘or telling untruths in statements 
jthat he (Powell) had written all 


the pamphlet, said Powell. 

The week’s court sitting - was 
fadjourned with Powell’s trial, be- 
fore the judge without jury, was 
completed, 

Senator Griesbach testified that 
Powell had made no effort to 
ascertain the truth of the pamph- 
let’s implication that Griesbach 
was a “bankers’ toady’ and had 
he taken the trouble to inquire 
before the pamphlet was printed 
he would have received a denial. 

The senator, on the witness 
stand, also described conditions 
in Alberta today, attributable to 
Social Credit propaganda. 

“The state.of public opinion is 
inflamed by the course which 
public discussions have taken in 
the nast two years,” Griesbach 
told the Court. “The Premier, his 
government and his followers re- 
sent, or pretend to resent, any 
criticism or opposition offered to 
them, as being unworthy, and 
they say that those who oppose 
them and those who criticize 
them represent the ‘big shots’— 
the financial. interests, and they 
say that those who attack them 
and oppose them are insincere, 
that they are attempting to keep 
the people of this province in a 
position of economic slavery for 
selfish motives of their own. 

“That, having been followed by 
the government and its support- 
ers, has created a condition in the 
public minds such as we have 
never known before, engender- 
ing bitterness and hostility as 
between individuals. throughout 
the whole province.” 

The cry of martyrdom of Un- 
win and Powell already has béen 
raised in government inspired or- 
ganizations—although there has 
been no indication yet just how 
Premier Aberhart, in his own 
mind, regards the prosecutions. 
But the chairman of an Edmon- 
ton Social Credit meeting attend- 
ed by Aberhart and Manning last 
Friday night, while the Powell 
trial was on and after Unwin had 
been sentenced, told the audience 
that the two accused were mar- 
tyrs to the cause—they were 
hing tried for Social Credit and 
not for any crime, he said. 

And the Premier sat. silent on 
that subject; he would give no 
direct answer when asked from 
the audience whether there was 
any side to the question other 
than that which had been brought 
out in Court; that Douglas had 
advised the government to “not 
hesitate to pillory” all those op- 
posed to Social Credit theories.

details of the invasion of 
China 


by Japan have reached 
Canadian papers, for cable 
charges are high and letters from 
the Orient few and far between 

However, a Lacombe resident 
has -kindly given me some copies 
of the Bridge River-Lillooet 
(B.C.)) News, which contain 
many articles written in Shang- 
hai in August and September by 
Mrs. G. M. Murray, giving eye- 
witness details of the first days 
of horror in Shanghai. 

Mrs. Murray’s’ husband, Geo. 
M. Murray, is M.L.A. for Lillooet 
and had been sent on a_ trade 
mission to the Orient by the gov- 
ernment and Mrs. Murray went 
along. I worked with George 
many years ago when he was‘the 
editor of a coast paper. The 
“trade mission business” took a 
slump as soon as the war broke 
out and Mr. and Mrs. Murray 
were forced to flee from Shang- 
hai after days of waiting before 
transporation could be secured. 

Here are just a few notes from 
the many pages written by Mrs. 
Murray, but they will serve as 
a grim reminder of the words of 
General Sherman: “War Is Hell.” 
A Day in August— 

“ . 7 p.m.—Still Saturday, 
Darkness is falling. Heavenly 
Father! What a holocaust! As 
I am typing the last paragraph, 
to keep from going haywire al- 
together, GMM is scanning the 
sky from the. balcony and saw 
released five bombs of death—- 
released from a squadron of ten 
Chinese planes, aiming at the 
Jap flagship Idzuma, but mis- 
carrying in the wind. . . The 
bombs went down just like five 
fingers at an an angle of 45 de- 
grees. We were looking over the 
Cathay hotel and heard a terrific 
explosion. 

“We could stand it no longer; 
we rushed down to the lift, and 
to the lobby and found that three 
of the five bombs had exploded 
at the entrance of the Cathay 
Hotel, one on the Bund and one 
in Nanking road. 

“ . . Mr. and Mrs. Valentine 
and Dr. Prebble were in_ the 
lobby, and in a state of panic. 
Mrs. Valentine had a doctor at- 
tending her. Their son Billy was 
missing. There had been thirty 
people injured in the great hotel. 
Thirty people outside the Cathay 
on the Nanking entrance were 
blown to pieces. Mostly natives 
Saw Bombs Released 

ae . A few minutes previous 
I was looking in the opposite 
direction and I saw a Chinese 
plane release two bombs. These 
proved to’ be those that wrecked 
the Great World amusement cen- 
tre, killing 1000 Chinese and a 
few foreigners. Advice received 
at the moment states that the 
killing bombs were all released 
by mistake, through faulty mech- 
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OIL PRICES ARE NOT 
EXHORBITANTLY HIGH 


Half truths and wrong conclu- 
sions, reply representatives of 
the oil industry in answer to 
claims of the heads of a well- 
known financial agency, who re- 
cently claimed that fuel oil prices 
in a certain territory had been 
exhorbitantly high. 

In his article, he claimed that 
with a recent advance in price, 
fuel oil had been lifted 27 per 
cent in three years. 

The reply was that his views, 
as he expressed them, gave an 
entirely erroneous survey of con- 
ditions in the oil industry. 

To keep the record straight, the 
oil industry turned to a United 
States government record for 
May, which showed that com- 
modities covered in the general 
classification of “fuel and light- 
ing” are 77.2 per cent of the 1926 
index of 100. All commodities 
are given, a rating of 87.4, The 
index for the price of petroleum 
products is only 60.9 per cent of 
the 1926 figure, the lowest of all 
industrial products listed 

Bituminous coal, which was 
mentioned in the article, is 98.5 
and anthracite coal 74.2. Gas and 
electricity, with both of which 
comparisons were made unfavor- 
ably to oil, are actually in excess 
of 80.
